Officers and Miniſters, aſwell within the ſuruey of Pur Exchequer, as of Qur Duchie of 
Lancaſter, of What degree ſocuer, and all Letntenants, Rangers, Uerdurers, Fozreſters, 
Keepers, and Officers, in any Nur Fozreſts, Chaces, oz Parkes, That they doe fozbeareto 
giueout their warrants fo2 any Deere, Redde o2 Fallowe, clatmed by them as Fees incident to 
their Offices and places; And do likewiſe willandcoimmand all Keepers and Under-keepers,to 
whomtheſeruing of ſuch warrants do appertaine.either of Red Deere,o2 Fallowe,That they 
ſhall not ſerue this yeere any Fee Deere to anyofthe Officers befoze mentioned, oz to any 0- 
ther , demanding Deere, by what warrant ſocuer, except onely by Warrant vuder Dur owne 
hand o2 Dignet, as they will anſ\were to vs vpon perill ofour diſpleaſure, 
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Giuen at Our Courtat Theobalds,the ſecond day of May,in the two and twentieth 
yecre of Our Reigne of Great Britaine, France, and Ireland.
